RAW ADS INDICTED 
FOR FA1URE TO COLLECT 
TRANSPORTATION CHARGE 


The Interstate Commerce Commis- 


sion recently secured 
indictments 


against -several railroads tor violating; 
the Interstate Commerce Act, in that 
the carriers had tailed to collect theli 
transportation charges irithln the 
limit prescribed by the commission. 


Tbe Act probJbita the carriers from 


delivering property to tne consignee 
until all traffic rates and charges have 
be»n .collected eicapt under such 
regulations as the commission * may 
promulgate. 
" Tbe commission entered upon an In- 
vestigation on ' its own motion - and 
Issued an order required that the car- 
riers ujxmtaJdng precautions donned 
by it sufficient to insure the payment 
of charges might, extend creddt for a 
period of 36 .hoorsofollowlrig delivery 
and .presentation, of -the freight bills. 


It is for extending credit beyond, the 


time limit so flred that the carriers 
were Indicted. In July the Erie Rail- 
road pleaded guilty at Buffalo, N. T. 
and -was fined J5.000.

The rate of coka . production, was 


accelerated last week ' rather • more 
than had been expected, but only to 
tho extent the alo-wly increasing re- 
quirements made necessary,, and ill 
proportions ' as . demands were made 
upon the respective producing inter- 
ests. 


Heretofore the merchant ovens have 


been adding.a larger quota of increase 
in tonnage than the furnace [ovens. In 
stepping up the total to 70,260 tons 
last week the gain of 10,740 was al- 
most, evenly divided between the two 
operating groups, the furnace having 
the slight lead of 5,500 tons as against 
the merchant's share of 5,240 tons. In 
the previous week the gala was 3,550 
tons, 2,500 at furnace and 1,050 at 
merchant plants. 
-- 


The furnace,. rather than the mer- 


chant gain Indicates the extent. to 
which the coke market has improved, 
rather than coke .consumption has 
enlarged. The former is the response 
to the changing conditions 
in 
in- 


dustry . generally and 
reflects 
tbe 


comparatively small increase in tho 
demand for coke. The latter merely 
shows that the furnace interests of 
the United States Steel Corporation 
have occasion to-. use more coke in 
order to maintain, instead

small, turkey. 
Several 


weeks, ago thi» same ban had tour 
small turkeys so that since that'time 
they have either died or been-killed 
by fqies. 


Another hen had two .small jiurkeys. 


The moit thrifty hen waa the one on 
the hill near Melccroft which had 
five small '.•turkeys, "They 
showed 


alirne of weakness. Their wings droop 
almost to the ground. Plans 'are be- 
inc mado for, taking care of them. 
One plan discussed waa to suspend 
ears of corn, jnst high enough for 
them to get It. -Another, Is to trap 
the .remaining turkeys and put them 
where they will see no one during 
the remainder of the winter but will 
be fed. 


One reason for the 


thriving was the cold, wet summer. 
Another is that . grasshoppers ' and 
crickets were said to be scarce until 
late in the summer, and they were 
not all of the large variety. 


Of the. 10 turkeys put out, the body 


of'one torn-was found, either killed 
by tome person, .dog or. a'fox. On 
Thursday of the week of the flremci 
convention at Somerset one of the 
hens crossing:the road.'from one bill 
to the other at; Big Springs was run 
over by an automobile.

YORK, Sept. 2-1.—The death 


rate-for the first six months of this 
year U the lowest for. the ilrst half of 
any year in the history of the United 
States' and; Canada, according to an 
estimate in a life insurance statistical 
bulletin. 
The estimate is based on 


mortality records of the more than 
15,000,000 persons. 


The bulletin says the typhoid rate 


continues to fall and there is1 every in* 
dication that 1924 will register a ne' 
minimum for this disease. Diphtheria 
has also declined, while scarlet fever 
and whooping .cough have shown the 
same mortality rates; 
This la taken 


to.be an Improvement because* more 
Infant lives are- Included in the esti- 
mate than in previous years. 


There has also been * slight de- 


cline in deaths from alcoholism in this 
cross section, of population. 
These 


deaths numbered 2r.G in the first six 
months of this year against 2-11 for 
the same period of 1923. Wood and 
denatured alcohol deaths 
also de- 


clined. Only eight were recorded, as 
compared with 20 for the same period 
last year. Cirrhosis of the liver, 
closely associated 
with alcoholism 


caused 475 deaths as against 435 for 
the first six months of 1923.

GRBENSBURG, Sept. 25—Captured

A corps of six employes 
will be kept busy constantly record- 
ing*'the births and making out the 
certificates telling the. parents that 
their child's birth is recorded at the 
state capitol.

Bach year, according to Dr. Batt, 


there are 230,000 children born in 
Pennsylvania or an average of ap- 
proximately 640- a 'day. 
Ctiimes in 


the 
past, 
the 
physician 'neglect- 


ed to send a notice of the birth to 
the Health Detriment 
in Harris- 


burg. 
The parents had no way of 


knowing whether their child had been 
registered- so that years later, when 
the.child reached school or working 
age; be was unable'to procure the 
birth certlQcate required. 


There havs'been cases on record 


where parents tbofc 
their 
children 


abroad and had difficulty in bringing 
the children-back into America be- 
cause there was no record 
of. the 


birth available. The- now registration 
service is expected to obviate much 
of the confusion that has been caused 
in the past by the lack oi birth reg- 
istration. 


The aervlee is being undertaken 


with.the active cooperation 
of the 


ccnius bureau of the federal govern- 
ment. 
The census bureau has sup- 


plied Dr. Batt with 230,000 birth reg- 
istration blanks "to be mailed to the 
parents of Pennsylvania's new born 
population in the next year. 


The birth certificates are 
printed 


nn a blue background depicting the 
naitonai capitol. Any attempt .to 
change the certificate 
will 
be ap- 


parent in the tinted background so 
that the document will be invalidated 
if any portion of the blu6 background 
Is erased. 


Dr. Batt stated that he believed that 


the mailing of .the registration no- 
tices will aid the cause of birth reg- 
istration. Parents who fall to receive 
the notices.because o! the neglect of 
the attending physician 
or 
midwife 


are expected to 
communicate with 


the Health ^''Department' in order to 
secure 'their;, certificate and to insure 
the registration of their children. 


The birth; registration notices. Dr. 


Batt stated:, wFl be accepted in. the 
future by 'the school authorities in 
lieu of the official birth certificate .for 
which .the parents have had to pay a 
fee in the past. He stated that in the 
future he anticipated that very few 
children .would be born in. Pennsyl- 
vania whose birth was not recorded 
at Harrisburg. 


"This is distinct public .service," 


Dr. Batt commented. "It is ths first 
time we have attempted anything of 
of the sort in Pennsylvania and we 
expect that other states 
will soon 


follow our lead. The mailing of the 
birth registration notification 
is 
a 


definite guarantee .to the parents that 
their child is protected against any 
questioning' of his nativity or age in 
the future. 


"There Is hardly a relation ot life 


in which the evidence furnished by 
arj accurate registration of birth may 
not prove to be ot the greatest value, 
not only Lo the individual but also 
to the public at large. It is not only 
an act' of civilization to register birth 
certificates but also good business. 
The birth registration is .frequently 
used in many practical ways. 


"The birth registration Is used: to 


prove the age 
and 
legitimacy 
ot 


heirs: as proofi of age to determine 
the validity of a-contract entered In- 
to by an alleged minor; as.evidence 
to establish age, proof of citizenship 
and the right'to vote; as evidence .of 
the right to hold public office and to 
enter certain professions: 
as evi- 


dence-to prove the claims of widows 
and children under the pension laws; 
a'a evidence to determine the liability 
of parents for the debts o£ a minor; 
as' eviednce in the enforcement of 
law relating to education and child 
labor; as proof of citizenship to ob- 
tain a passport. 


"There are only a few ot the rea- 


sons why births should be registered. 
It !s tl: i clear duty of every physician 
and parent to see that 
births are 


properly recorded at Harrisburg." 


•'Heretofore it has been necessary 


for the individual .owner o£ an auto- 
rnobile to obtain an application form 
and fill in all the detailed infornm- 
tion required before, a license could 
be issued. In spite of instructions as 
complete as could be made on these 
old forms, at. least 25 per cent of 
all applications received had to he 
returned to the applicant for correc- 
tion or more, complete data. The de- 
tail work involved and cost to the 
State of handling these Incorrectly 
made out applications was more than 
for the other 75 per cent of applica- 
tions correctly made out./ The 
old 


form required a 
notarial acknow- 


ledgment and this madjj it necessary 
Cor every owner to tak^ the time re- 
quired and go before a notary and 
to pay the customary |fee. Because 
of the unfamiliarity of making out 
ot such forms to the .average owner, 
a very large percentage of the own- 
ers felt It essential to have these 
forms mado out. by magistrates or 
notaries public, at a charge. In addi- 
tion to the notarial fee. 


Under the new plan the necessity

Even considering the cost -of mak- 


ing out the applications by the State 
and the cost of postage involved in 
sending each

license form, the'saving to the State- 
through the fad that it is hot neces- 
sary to-check all the. detailed .in- 
formation on the new. form nor re- 
turn any incorrectly made out appli- 
cations, is a very substantial amount. 
There is also the saving to the mo- 
torist ot .delay and annoyance oc- 
casioned through an incorrectly made 
out application. 


There are but two things the auto- 


mobile owner is required to-do. First, 
sign the application .(in ink); sec- 
ond, make out a check for the amount. 
of the fee Indicated 
on 
the 
form. 


Then put the .check and application 
in t'.ie .return envelope furnished by 
the State, seal, put a two-cent stamp 
on it and drop in the mail box. 


If you own more than one car you 


will get an application form for. each 
car. Do the .same with each one and 
make out neparate check for each- 
one. 
Do not cover the fees for sev- 


eral cars in one check.
